and a resource on the device have been selected to receive data (Fig. 2, step 214 and Specification, page 11, lines 12-13);..." It means 
that the Appellant has merely repeated the claim language and the wording of specification without a concise explanation of the subject 
matter. Moreover, the Appellant has to identify each independent claim involved in the appeal and each dependent claim argued 
separately. 
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
